The highway department has 140 
pieces of equipment valued at more 
than $6.5 million at its disposal to 
get the job done, This equipment 
ranges from a $264,000 compactor 
to a $139.00 chainsaw. 

A large amount of this equipment 
is classified as heavy equipment 
such as bulldozers, motorgraders 
pans, front-end loaders, and compac- 
tors. 

It takes a large number of person- 
nel (a total of 69 persons) consisting

Town of New Brockton to 
bid garbage collection

The New Brockton Town Coun- 
cil’s first meeting in 1998 held Mon- 
day evening was uneventful except 
fora short executive session, 

During the discussion of the 
town’s garbage collection contract, 
members of the council deemed it 
necessary to go behind closed doors. 

They felt that the good name and 
character of the present contractor, 
Royce Herrington, would be dis- 
cussed, 

After spending fifteen minutes in 
executive session, the council recon- 
vened and Councilperson Linda Gil- 
bert made a motion to let the gar- 
bage collection contract out for bid. 
Ron McMonagle seconded Gilbert's 
motion. Charles Cole cast the lone 
dissenting vote. 

The council adopted an amend- 
ment to the town’s ordinance (No. 
97-004) dealing with junk cars. Al- 
though the town’s attorney felt the 
language of the ordinance was suffi- 
cient as written, the council elected 
to pass the amendment clarifying the 
definition of a junk car. 

The ordinance states that a car 
must be able to move under its own 
power and be mechanically safe to 
operate. It also defines a junk car as 
one creating unsanitary and unsafe 
conditions in a residential neighbor- 
hood. 

Council members approved the 
amendment to Ordinance No. 97- 
004 unanimously. 

Action by the council in going 
with a new provider for the town’s 
workmen's comp insurance saved 
the town more than $2,400.00, The 
Sheffield Group through the Whit- 
taker-Warren Agency of Enterprise 
was the lower bidder at $5,009.00, 

Mayor Brit Lee told council 
members that as far as he could tell 
in examining the coverage it was the 
same as with the previous provider, 

Councilman MeMonagle present- 
ed to the members of the council a 
proposal concerning cellular phones 
for the police department. 

Mayor Lee noted that a couple of 
months ago, a citizen had expressed 
concern in contacting the police de- 
partment after hours, 

Since that time, Councilman 
McMonagle has been following up 
on the problem and Monday evening 
presented a possible solution, 

By providing second and _ third 
shift-patrol officers with a cellular 
(portable/hand-held) phone, the pub- 
lic will have constant contact with 
patrolmen, The phones in the police 
station will be forwarded to the cel- 
lular number when there is no dis- 
patcher on duty, 

McMonagle recommended a two- 
month trial period with Cellular One 
of Enterprise which, after tests of 
several providers, seem to have the 
best coverage of the town. 

The cost will be $47.00. per 
month which includes a portable 
phone and 300 minutes of service 
per month. It also includes call wait- 
ing and call forwarding for the unit 

McMonagle told council mem- 
bers that if this works well, he would 


recommend going with permanent - 
mount-hands-free units in the police 
cars and a hand-held unit to be used 
when the officer is out of the car. 

The cost of this option would be 
approximately $75.00. 

“This will insure that we have 
phone coverage,” said McMonagle. 
“If anyone calls here [police station] 
in the evening, it will automatically 
go to the police officer in New 
Brockton. !f he is busy, it will roll 
over to the county and they will call 
the officer on the radio.” 

The council approved McMona- 
gle’s recommendation unanimously. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department investigat- 
ed 8 complaints during the past 
month, made one arrest, issued 5 
traffic citations, and investigated one 
automobile accident with no injuries. 

The fire department responded to 
6 fires while the rescue squad made 
10 runs. 

The chief noted that 9 stray dogs 
were picked up in November and 14 
during the month of December. 

In approving the expenses for the 
past month, $32,723.16 (including 
salaries, etc.), Mayor Lee noted that 
the town had paid off a $5,000.00 
note and had more than $37,000.00 
remaining in the town’s coffers. 

Mayor Lee noted that the only 
major debt remaining is a 
$21,000.00 note on the land (old rail- 
road bed) purchased by the town for 
the fire and rescue building. 

Others matters discussed by the 
council included the following:

of engineers, equipment operators, 
mechanics, and laborers to get the 
job done. 

The equipment has to be properly 
maintained to insure that workmen 
can perform their assigned duties. 

Coffee County has a comprehen- 
sive equipment operation and main- 
tenance program. All fluids (grease, 
fuel, hydraulic fluids, etc.) for each 
piece of equipment are accounted for 
and reported on a monthly basis. 

All county equipment is serviced 
at least as often as the manufacture 
Suggests and, in some cases, more 
often. 

The equipment in the department 
is assigned to various crews and is 
the responsibility of the foreman 
over that particular crew. There are 
six crews in the highway department 
which are assigned to do specific job 
tasks and have the appropriate equip- 
ment to do so. 

For example, there are two com- 
plaint crews which respond to citi- 
zen complaints. Each crew has three 
tandem-axle dump trucks, one sin- 
gle-axle dump truck, one backhoe, 
one front-end loader, and one motor- 
grader. 

Another example is the right-of- 
way crew. They are responsible for 
clearing the rights-of-ways along 
county roads, both dirt and paved. 
The equipment assigned to this crew 
consists of three tractor mounted 
boom cutters, four industrial tractors, 
four fifteen foot batwing mowers, 
one knuckle boom loader truck, and 
one chipper. 

There are six motorgraders that 
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work in pairs in three designated are- 
as. Their responsibility is to blade all 
the county's dirt roads. 

Several pieces of equipment are 
assigned to the county's landfill - 3 
bulldozers, 3 pans, | motorgrader, 2 
compactors, | tractor, and a hydro- 
seeder - and are used in the day-to- 
day operation of the facility, The 
equipment is also used in the con- 
struction of future cells for the land- 
fill. 

Engineer Randy ‘Tindell said, 
“The heavy equipment owned and 
operated by the county has increased 
in both quantity and quality over the 
past 10 years. The maintenance and 
operation of this equipment has in- 
creased as well.” 

“With $6.5 million in equipment, 
it is a continual process of buying 
and selling equipment as the budget 
allows in order to maintain the level 
of service expected by the citizens of 
Coffee County.”

Major change in 1998 for 
tag buyers across the state 


The new year, 1998, will ring in 
some major changes for tag offices 
across the state. 

Alabama Legislative Act 96-746 
requires that a vehicle tag remain 
with the current license plate owner 
when a vehicle is sold, beginning 
January 1, 1998. 

According to William O. Gam- 
mill, Coffee County Probate Judge, 
this change in Alabama’s registra- 
tion law is a very important one for 
all vehicle owners. 

“No longer will motor vehicle 
tags remain with the vehicle follow- 
ing the sale or transfer of owner- 
ship,’ Judge Gammill stated. “Be- 
ginning January 1, 1998, the 
passenger license plate or tag will be 
issued to the applicant or vehicle 
owner, not to the vehicle.” 

“This will be a major change for 
Alabamians who in the past have left 
the tag on a vehicle that was sold or 
traded,” explains Judge Gammill. 
“This legislation was enacted pri- 
marily to aid law enforcement per- 
sonnel in providing accurate infor- 
mation on vehicle ownership.” 

“Further, this Act will protect the 
seller of used vehicles from false 
charges against them when the new 
owner intentionally delays changing 
the registration on the vehicle,” he 
added. 

“All tags with the exception of 
the vintage tag will remain with the 
current tag owner for use on any 
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The Coffee County Com- 


subsequent vehicle the individual 
may own, as long as the subsequent 
vehicle requires the same tag classi- 
fication and fee as the previously 
owned vehicle,’ explained Judge 
Gammill. 

If an individual purchases or ac- 
quires a vehicle having a current and 
valid tag, the new owner is required 
to remove the tag and return it to the 
issuing official of his resident 
county. However, if the tag has ex- 
pired, the new owner is not required 
to turn in the license plate to the 1s- 
suing official. 

There are two exceptions to the 
tag-follow-law in which certain dis- 
tinctive tags or standard license 
plates will remain with the vehicle. 

One is related to the transfer of 


ownership from a parent to a child of 


a vehicle displaying Helping 
Schools, Collegiate, Environmental, 
or Personalized tag. 

The second involves the transfer 
of ownership to a surviving spouse 
of a vehicle. Note, however, that if a 
vehicle bears a distinctive license 
plate or a registration fee-exempt li- 
cense plate for which the current 
owner would not qualify, the tag 
must be turned in to the licensing of- 
ficial within 30 days of the date in 
which the spouse obtains ownership, 
The current owner of the vehicle 
must then apply for registration of 
the vehicle and obtain a new tag. 

A new owner has ten calendar 
days in which to transfer his license 
plate from his previously owned ve- 
hicle to his newly acquired vehicle, 
The transfer fee will increase from 
$1.00 to $1.25. 

Failure to register the vehicle 
within the 10-day period will result 
in a $10 delinquent penalty. 

Act 96-746 also requires the mo- 
tor vehicle owners to retain a copy 
of their current year registration re- 
ceipt in the vehicle beginning with 
the 1998 registration year. 

Upon request, drivers must 
present the registration receipt to law 
enforcement officers for inspection, 
Failure to do so could result in a $50 
minimum fine.

Elba police received authority to 
search a residence near Elba and 
fond other items - jewelry, money, 
weapons, electronic equipment, and 
other items - believed to be property 
taken in several local burglaries.

BRIEF HISTORY OF MUL- 
BERRY BAPTIST ASSOCIA- 
TION 


The Mulberry Missionary Baptist 
Association was organized in 1818 
in Coffee County, evolving from 
several Black Missionary Baptist 
churches which were engaged in 
missionary work in Coffee County. 

The purpose of the union of 
churches was and still is “to put to 
work the love, desires, and aspira- 
tions of church forefathers, by com- 
bining and directing the energies of 
the Missionary Baptist denomina- 
tion, 

On Novy. 10, 1978, the Associa- 
tion bought two acres of land on 
U.S. Hwy. 84 (then Hwy. 166), from 
Deacon T.L. and N.R. Lindsey, and 
on Jan. 20, 1979, in an adjourned 
session, final plans were made for 
the construction of the building 
which now sits on the site. 

Earlier, 52 acres of land called 
Spurling Gap were purchased for the 
purpose of erecting an educational 
building, but due to inconveniences 
in that area, the current site was cho- 
sen. 

Purposes of the Association and 
its educational building are: “to pro- 
mote home and foreign mission; en- 
courage and support Christian educa- 
tion; and to engage in needy 
Christian work for the advancement 
of the Kingdom of Christ Jesus 
throughout the world.” 

Other auxiliaries added through- 
out the years include annual sessions 
in 1882, Women’s/Matrons’ Con- 
vention - 1912, Sunday School and 
BTU Congress - 1949; Youth Fel-

Hints for 


backyard gardeners 


The end of December and Janu- 
ary constitute a sort of lull ahead of 
the storm period for home garden- 
ers. It is still a little early to be 
planting your own seedlings and 
getting into the major throws of gar- 
dening; but in some ways this is the 
perfect month for gardeners. 

This is the month to look over 
seed catalogues or visit your farm 
Store, and it is the time to dream of 
your perfect, weedless, bug-free gar- 
den. This is a time to mull over last 
year’s problems and consider chang- 
es to make for the next season. It is 
a time to consider fertility - a time 
to be making compost or adding 
leaves, peanut hulls or other items 
high in Organic matter to your gar- 
en, 

Adding nutrients to your soil is 
sort of like putting money in the 
bank -- nutrients give the soil what 
the plants need in the spring. 

This is also the time to be consid- 
ering new ideas for your garden. 

Just a few ideas you may want to 
consider for your garden this year 
are: possibly using mulch in the 
form of leaves or black plastic; her- 
bicides for weed control, at least on 
part of your garden and save your- 
self some of that weeding time. 

You may want to consider add- 
ing drip irrigation to your garden, 
and have your neighbors marvel at 
those vegetables you are harvesting 
while others have none, You may 
want to spice up the aesthetics of 
your garden by making a border of 
shrubs or a fence or adding special 
walkways.

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JOINT INVESTIGATION MAY LEAD TO SOLVING OF MORE THAN 40 AREA BURGLARIES 
LL 


Elba PD takes the lead in 4-county burglary investigation

The 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney Mark Fuller held a joint 
news conference last Friday, January 
9, at the Elba Police Department 
praising area law enforcement for 
their cooperation. 

Fuller noted that during the 
months of November and December, 
the counties of Coffee, Dale, Gene- 
Va, and Covington have had more 
than 40 burglaries. 

The investigation into several lo- 
tal burglaries in the Elba area inten- 
sified on December 23 when Elba 
Police Chief R. W. “Ronnie” Whit- 
worth, and members of his depart- 
ment, received a tip from an infor- 
mant. 

Upon receiving the information 
from the “tipster,” Chief Whitworth 
notified the D. A.’s office and a joint 
investigation was begun bringing in 
the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment and several other agencies. 

On display in the conference 
room of the Elba Police Department 
was a large assortment of guns, jew- 
elry, televisions, other electronic 
equipment, collectables. etc., most of 
which is believed to be stolen prop- 
erty. 


To date, three individuals have 
been arrested and charged in connes- 
tion with the burglary investigation. 
They are: Jerry Jay Bradshaw, 21, of 
Route 4, Elba, who is charged with 
two counts of burglary in the first 
degree; Antonio Smith, 24, of Elba, 
who also faces two charges of bur- 
glary in the first degree; and Jeffery 
Pouncy, 23, of Enterprise, who is 
charged with one count of burglary 
in the first degree. 

There are also charges pending in 
Geneva County where Smith and 
Bradshaw were initially arrested dur- 
ing a surveillance originating in Cof- 
fee County. 

A search warrant was executed on 
January 8 at a residence near Gene- 
va, AL and several items (guns, jew- 
elry, etc.) were found that were con- 
sistent with some of the items 
believed to have been stolen in bur- 
glaries occurring in the four-county 
area. 

During the execution of a search 
warrant at a residence near Elba, ad- 
ditional items were recovered which 
were believed to be stolen property. 

“These officers have worked real 
hard together,” commented Chief 
Whitworth. “We've had officers 
from the sheriff's department and

Betty Anderson, is retiring after 18 
years of service. 

Sheriff Ben Moates addressed the 
commission concerning new Car pur- 
chases for his department. 

He noted that funds for one new 
car had been appropriated in the FY- 
98 budget and matching funds 
($5,650.00) had been budgeted for 
another new vehicle for the depart- 
ment’s representative on the 12th 
Judicial Circuit Drug Task Force. 

However, Sheriff Moates  in- 
formed the commissioners that no 
funds from the drug task force via 
grant monies would be available for 
new car purchases. 

He stated that cars are desperately 
needed in order for his department to 
have dependable transportation. 

The sheriff told commissioners 
that on a recent trip to Florida to 
pick up a prisoner, the deputy’s car 
“quit” and both he and the prisoner 
had to be brought back to the county 
by a towing company along with the 
patrol car. 

Moates proposed that an addition- 
al $16,850 be added to the $5,650 to 
go toward the purchase of a new car. 

Commissioners asked the sheriff 
to be prepared to present purchase 
options to them at the next commis- 
sion meeting. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
requested that commissioners sign 
three resolutions. One was to ap- 
prove the entering into an agreement 
with the state highway department 
for the paving and widening of Co. 
Rd. 206; another to request the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration to re- 
classify Co, Rd. 349 as a main con- 
nector road qualifying it for federal 
funds; and the final one was to ini- 
tialize the basing and paving project 
of Co. Rd, 711 with the state high-

Lt. Hancey, who is custodian of 
the evidence that has been collected, 
will arrange for the victims to view 
the items that have been recovered. 

Any items identified by victims 
will be set aside and so marked; 
however, until the case is settled, the 
evidence will have to remain in the 
custody of the police.

In other highway department 
business, Tindell informed the com- 
missioners that the “Free Road” in 
the Basin Community has been certi- 
fied as meeting all the provisions for 
being accepted into the county main- 
tenance program. 

The commissioners voted to ac- 
cept the road and designate it as an 
extension of Co. Rd. 420. 

Tindell recommended the adop- 
tion of filing and inspection fees per- 
taining to the county’s subdivision 
regulations, They are; $50 - filing 
fee and 25¢ per linear foot of the 
centerline roadway. The commission 
approved the fees. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley asked that commissioners 
approved the transfer of $3,004 from 
the county's general fund to the sher- 
iff’s fund. 

He noted that the sheriff had 
overpaid the county for the housing 
and feeding of inmates in the county 
jail. 

All commissioners, except Chair- 
man Stephens, voted in favor of the 
transfer, He noted that he needed 
more information concerning the 
money before he could cast a favora- 
ble vote. 

Mobley commented that he 
would be glad to get with the chair- 
man and explain the matter in detail 
after the meeting. 

During the general business ses- 
sion of the meeting, Commissioner 
Doug Dalrymple commented that he 
would like for the commission to 
adopt a new policy concerning al- 
tendees addressing the commission- 
ers during a meeting. 

He noted that at the present time 
an individual has to be on the agenda 
in order to address the commission. 
He expressed a desire to allow any- 
one wishing to do so to be allowed

***Commissioner Linda West- 
brook noted that the Jack Water Au- 
thority has approved extending their 
system to include Co, Rd, 219. 

*** Approved the re-appointment 
of a parks and recreation board for 
rural Coffée County. The first board 
appointed in 1993 was not active, 

***Voted to appropriate $500 to 
the Wiregrass Food Bank.

City Of Elba receives 


$105,960 g

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day evening with all members 
present. Mayor James Grimes pre- 
sided over the meeting. 

In this first meeting of 1998, the 
council approved the receipt of a 
$105,960 grant for the police depart- 
ment, taking bids on a new police 
car, buying a truck for the fire de- 
partment, some new equipment for 
the vehicle maintenance shop and 
adopted an ordinance to control run- 
down buildings within the city lim- 
its. 

They also heard Police Chief R. 
W. Whitworth report on the breaking 
of a large local burglary ring operat- 
ing in at least a five county area. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers updat- 
ed the council on the fire insurance 
improvement plan. 

The nuisance ordinance designed 
to control run-down buildings calls 
for the establishment of a five mem- 
ber committee, one from each coun- 
cil district. This committee will set 
guidelines and present their findings 
to the city council. The council will 
then take the appropriate actions. 
Property owners who disagree with 
the findings may still take their case 
to the county court system if they 
choose. 

City Attorney Jeff Kelley said 
this ordinance closely follows state 
law and is already in use in other Al- 
abama communities, 

The council voted to seek bids on 
a mid-size car for use by the police 
investigators. Mayor Grimes said the 
present vehicles is costing a lot in re- 
pair costs and would be parked when 
the new car is purchased. 

Whitworth told council members 
of the cooperative effort between 
several area law enforcement agen- 
cies which led to the breaking of a 
large burglary ring and the arrest of 
several people. The evidence indi- 
cates involvement in at least five 
counties. He said other felony arrest 
would be forthcoming in this case. 

The $105,960 COPS grant is to 
hire two additional policemen on a 
three year 75-25% matching pro- 
gram. Mayor Grimes said he has re- 
quested the grant be increased to 
cover the full 100% of the officers 
salary and is expecting approval. 

There are now six Elba police of- 
ficers who are paid on some special 
grant program. 

Whitworth recommended and the 
council approved the hiring of Paul 
Sanders and Nelson May for these 
positions, Sanders has been working 
with Elba on a part-time basis for the 
past two years and May is a 23 year 
veteran of law enforcement. Both 
men will begin work immediately, 

Grimes said he appreciated the 
work of the police department. He 
feels they are doing a good job and 
is proud they are working well with 
other agencies. 

Council member Winzel Gray 
spoke up and said the people in the 
community are proud because when 
the call the police department, they

Several area law enforcement 
agencies were inyolved in a 
search for four runaway youths 
in the Perry Store Community 
Tuesday.
